Do you know how large Disney- 
land really is? Each issue we'll quiz 
a panel of experts to find out, in feet, 
inches, miles, gallons, etc., the Park’s 
scope. 

All comparison comments are the 
editor’s. 

Leo Chesney — 
Utilities: | 

“How much captive water (cap- 
tive water being the water in our 
pools, lakes, rivers, etc.) ın the park 
and how many irrigation sprinklers 
do we have? 

“We have 17 million gallons of 
captive water.” (If you figure that 
the average bathtub holds 30 gallons 
of water, we have enough water sit- 
ting in the park to fill 566,660 bath- 
tubs.) “There are approximately 
4,000 sprinklers in the park, and we 
use 6,000 acre feet of water a year. 
(If you figure that the average lawn, 
30 feet by 50 feet, uses 7 sprinklers 
to irrigate it, we have enough sprink- 
lers to irrigate 571 lawns. The 6,000 
acre feet doesn’t sound like much 
water but it comes to 1,955,106,000 
gallons of water a year. 

Fred Johnson — Electrical Super- 
intendent: 

“How many miles of electrical 
wire in the park?” 

"Its: just an estimate, but 16 is 
around 2,534,400 feet of electrical 
wire or enough to reach San Francis- 
co from Los Angeles.” 

Fred Newcomb — Personnel and 
Labor Relations Manager: 

“How many different job classifi- 
cations and trades in the park, and 
how'many unions are represented? 


“There are over 316 job classifi- 
cations. We have 23 basic types, but 
this doesn’t include services like the 
ride operators, ticket takers, or white 
collar workers. There are 42 differ- 
ent unions and councils represented 
in the park.” 

Next issue’s questions are up to 
you. Let’s get them in, and we don’t 


care how far out they seem.

Yesey Walker 


A Profile by Bud Nagel 

For each of the 50 years he has 
devoted to band music, Vesey Walk- 
er, Dean of American band masters 
and director of the world famous 
Disneyland Band, can count a youth 
band, originated under his hand, that 
is still in existence today. 

Since musical bands were first or- 
ganized in the 13th century, probably 
no man has contributed so much to 
the development of youth in music. 
During all the years Walker has 
traveled with his own band across 
the American continent and Europe, 
he formed hundreds of bands. His 
patience and understanding and his 
firm belief in youth has inspired 
thousands of youngsters in a better 
world through music. No less than 50 
of the bands organized by Walker are 
still highly active today in schools, 


universities, and youth clubs here and — 


abroad. 

When Walt Disney opened the 

gates of Disneyland in 1955, Walker 
was asked to form and conduct a 
Disneyland Band on a temporary 
basis. : 
This “temporary” assignment has 
been going on ever since, and the 
Disneyland Band has become as much 
a part of Disneyland as Sleeping 
Beauty's Castle, the Matterhorn, the 
Submarine Voyage, and the Mono- 
rail. 

Every day the park is open through- 
out the year, the Band, conducted by 
Walker himself, marches down Main 
Street, plays concerts in Town 
Square and Plaza Gardens, and plays 
for retreat each evening. Retreat is 
an American tradition highly revered 
in Disneyland and a ceremony that 
guests in the Park look forward to 
at the close of each day. 

The band has been an important 
part of every major function and 
special event held in Disneyland, and 
the long parade of world leaders to 
visit the Magic Kingdom, from the 
King of Morocco and Prime Minis- 
ter Nehru of India, to two former 
United States Presidents, Dwight 
Eisenhower and Harry Truman have 
been heralded through Disneyland by 
Vesey Walker and the Disneyland 
Band. 


Under Walker’s direction, other 
groups have been formed to entertain 
millions in Disneyland. The Key- 
stone Kops, saxaphone quartet roam 


the streets of the Park to play popu- 
lar numbers for the enjoyment of 
visitors. 

Each day, the Disneyland Straw- 
hatters, a Dixieland jazz group, plays 
in the gazebo in Frontierland. Guests 


sitting at sidewalk cafes or on park 


benches along the banks of the Rivers 
of America enjoy this music. Nearly 
everyone who visits the Magic King- 
dom is in some way touched by the 


musical hand of Vesey Walker.
